Genesis of tlM Sun. 


It was impossible to help asking 
what was the condition of the stm's 
matter before it came together and be- 
came hot. 
It might have been 
two 
cool solid masses which came into col- 
lision with the velocity due to mutual 
gravitation, or, but with enormously 
iess of probability, it '/night have been 
two masses coming into collision with 
velocities 
considerably greater 
than 
those due to gravitation. 
If two cool 
solid globes, each of the same mean 
density as the earth and of half the 
suji's diameter, were given at rest at a 
distance asunder equal to twice the 
rartirs distance from the sun, they 
w oiild fall together in half a year. 
The 
collision would last a few hours, and in 
the course of it the globes would be 
transformed into a violently-agitated 
incandescent 
fluid 
mass, 
with about 
eighteen millions years' heat 
ready 
made in it, and swelled out to possibly 
three or four times the sun's present 
diameter. 
If, instead of being initially 
at rest, two globes had a transversa 
relative velocity of 1.42 kilometers a 
second, they would just escape a col 
lision, and would revolve in 
equal 
ellipses round the center of inertia. 
If 
tlie initial transverse relative 
velocity 
were a little less than 1.42 kilometers 
a second, there 
would be a violent 
grazing collision, and two bright suns 
would come into existence in a few 
hours and commence revolving round 
their common center of inertia in long 
elliptic orbits, the eocentricities of which 
would be diminished. 
If the initial 
transverse component relative velocity 
of the two bodies were just 68 meters, 
the moment of momentum would bo 
just equal to that of the solar system, 
of wluch seventeon-eighteenths 
was 
.Tupiter's and one-eighteenth the sun's, 
the other bodies of the system not 
being worth considering in the 
ao 
count. 
Assuming the sun's mass to be 
composed of portions which were far 
asunder before the sun was hot, the im 
mediate antecedent to its incandescence 
must have been either two bodies with 
details differing only in proportion and 
density from the cases considered ; or 
it must be some number more tlian two 
—at the most, the number of atoms in 
the sun's present mass.

THE terms cyclone and tornado are 
used indiscriminately by the lay and 
unscientific reader and writer, says the 
Chicago Tiller Ocean. Because of their 
similarity in certain particulars, they 
are frequently confounded the one with 
the other. 
A tornado is, however, de- 
fined as a violent gust of wind or a 
tempest, distinguished by a whirling, 
progressive motion, usually accompa- 
nied with severe thtmder, lightning, and 
torrents of rain, and generally of short 
duration and restricted breadth; and a 
cyclone is a rotary storm ot whirlwind 
of extended circuit 
During" the past 
half dozen years several violent storms 
of these classes have occurred in Mis- 
souri, which seem to place that State in 
the lead with respect to storm-raising. 
So excellent an authority as Lieut. 
John P. Finley, of the United States 
Signal Corps, finds that, taking 
the 
whole United States together, the re- 
gion of the greatest average frequency 
of tornadoes and cyclones per year per 
square mile embraces Missouri, Ohio, 
Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, Illinois, and 
Georgia. The month of April has been 
strikingly i>roininent for tornadoes and 
cyclones. 
Tbo era for these classes of 
storms usually covers the period from 
April to September. 
On April 18, 
1880, the most fearful cyclone tlien on 
record swept over portions of Indiana, 
Dlinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Kansas, and 
^l^'ssouri. 
It will be remembered that 
this was the date of the bursting upon 
Marshfield, Mo., of what seemed to be 
a'water-spout. The town, all but about 
ia score of buildings, was completely 
Wrecked. 
It was estimated that not 
•fe^er than a hundred persons lost their 
'liVes. 
Tho property destroyed 
was 
• iiever fully figured. It was during th»t 
'cyclone that a little child was carried 
a^ay and was afterward found sus- 
pended uninjured in the branches of a 
tree thirty feet from the ground and 
three miles from home. 
Another fear- 
ful storm struck Brownsville, Mo., on 
April 5 and 7, 1882, killed eleven per- 
sons outright, wounded 150 others, and 
completely demolished fifty buildings 
in the town. 
During the year 1885 
there was still another similar deadly 
visitation. 
The time was April 29, and 
Pleasant Hill, 
Mo., was the 
place. 
There was loss to life and property, but 
nothing like tho losses at Marshfield 
and Brownsville. 
The cyclones at Ne- 
vada, Mo., and in Arkansas, Kentucky, 
Kansas, Minnesota, and elsewhere, in 
April of this year, suggest tho investi- 
gation into these biennial storms. 
The 
Missouri River and its Missouri and 
Kansas 
tributaries 
have 
furnished 
nearly all of these most destructive cy- 
clones.

C H A P T E R I. 


ACCOTTNTS. 


Claims to be Filed. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort W a y n e for work rendered, or a n y claims or demands 
whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding t h e second a n d fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certified to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Report. 
Sec. 2. 
I t shall be the duty of the 
F i n a n c e Committee of said Council, on the Monday proceeding the second and 
f o u r t h Tuesday of each month, to meet a t the council chamber and examine 
Buch claims as are filed with t h e Clerk of the City; a n d t o report t o said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. 
Sec. 3. N o claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined a n d reported by said F i n a n c e 
Committee. 
provided, 
T h a t in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply. 


C H A P T E R II. 


A N I M A L S . 


Poiiiidmaster's Duties. 
Sec. 1. I t shall be the duty of the Common 
Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, a n d to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals. 
I t shall be t h e duty of such Council 
to elect a J'oundmaster for said City a t their first meeting in May, of each 
year. 
Said P o u n d m a s t e r ^hall devote his time to the duties herein provided, 
and such other duties relating hereto, as the Common C^puncil may from time 
to time direct, and for such purposes he is hereby vested with police powers. 
H e shall give bond to the city in the sum of §1.000 conditioned for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties, as herein prescribed ; he shall keep a book in 
which he shall enter a full description of every animal impounded by him, 
and t h e place from which t h e same was taken, the n a m e of the owner, as soon 
as ascertained, and the hour when impounded. 
H e shall m a k e a full report 
of all his doings a n d of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster. and 
he shall pay all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and t h e Treasurer's 
voucher 
tlierefor 
shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for t h e purpose, a n d kept conspiciionslj- displayed a t the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
t h e n a m e a n d residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself sucii complaint, and it shall be thè duty of all officers a n d 
patrolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information. 


Unlawful to Rufi at Larjjro. 
Sec. 2. It sliall be unlawful for t h e 
owner of any horse, niul«, cfittle. sheep, gont. swine or geese, to permit the 
same to r u n at large, at any time, within the corporate limits of said city; and 
it shall be unlawful for any person to herd any such animals upon any of the 
streets, alleys or uninclosed lots and lands witiiiu said limits. 


Auimals Taken LTj». 
Sec. 3. If any such animals be so found at large, 
t h e Poundmaster shall take and impound the same, and the owner tliereof 
m a y redeem such animal by paying to the Poundnjaster. for the use of tlie 
city, the sum of one dollar: and tiity cents addititnial for each day such animal 
shall be impounded beyond the first day. and if no ouo redeetn such animal 
within five days of its impounding, the 'Pouiulmaster shall sell tlie same a t 
public auction, after ten clays notice of such sale, by posting in at least three 
puWic places of said city, a'nd by serving written 'not ice of s u d i sale to th«- 
owner if he be known. 


Auy PersfUi May Tak«? Up. Sec. -t. It shall be lawful for any person 
to deliver to the po.ssession of the Poundmaster. any animal found running at 
large contrary to this ordinance. 


Obstructions. 
Sec. is. It shall be unlawful for any person to hinder, 
obstruct or delay said Poundmaster or his assistants, in the legal discharge of 
their official duties. 


Penalty. 
Sec. K. 
Any person violating this chH))ter. or any provision 
thereof, shall, upon conviction, forfeit and pay a fine to the ("ity of Fort 
Wayne, of not more tl.ian one hundred dollars. 


(JHAPTER IIJ. 


ASSESSOR. 


A p p r a i s e m e n t . 
See. I. It shall be the duty of the City Assessor to daily 
attend at his office, unless otherwise officially engaged. 
It shall be his duty 
each year to make an appraisement and assessment of all the real estate and 
personal property subject to taxation by the city, except whenever otherwise 
provided by statute, and make due return of such assessment, according to 
law. 
H e shall prepare and keep posted i)lat books for tlui use of said city, 
and from time to time shall make all necessary corrections or changes therein, 
and add all new plats as they are recorded. 
lie shall, in a book kept for t h a t 
purpose, monthly note all transfers of real estate, with the names of the 
owners thereto, and he shall, for the use of himself and deputies, make a 
memorandum of all ])ermits granted for improvements liable for taxation, as 
well as all such improvements as shall have been made without permits. 


Omitted Property. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be his duty at all times to place or 
cause to be placed upon the tax duplicate for taxation, all property which 
shall have been, from any cause, omitted from such assessment or taxation.

To E6,ep<»rt. Sec. 1. In addition to the other duties of the City Attorney, 
it shall be his duty, during the months of .lanuary and July of each and eveiy 
year, to report in writing, to the Common (^ouncil a list of'all suits instituted 
and pending in courts of record, in which the City of F o r t Wayne is plaintiff 
or d e f e n d a n t ; in which report shall be stated the names of all plaintiffs or 
defendants, the nature of the ;4ctions, the date of commencement, and the 
several steps that may have l)een taken in court, during his term of office, to 
bring such suits to ihial issue, to be accompanied 
with such explanatory 
remarks as said Attorney may see lit to append, to the end that the Common 
Council may be more fully advised as to t h e legal affairs of the city; he shall 
also, attach to his report a list of all sucli cases as m a y have been disposed of 
during his term of office and subsequent to his last report, together with their 
results; said reports shall be made u p to the first days of J a n u a r y a n d .Tulv 
of each year.

other than for the family, in any building in which there is a case of small 
pox scarlet fever or diptheria, or the conveyance of the body of any deceased 
person who died from small pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, in any hacks or 
conveyance, is strictly prohibited.

C H A P T E R VII. 


BOARD OF P U B L I C IMPROVEMENTS. 


Duties of Board. 
8ec. 1. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the 
City of F o r t Wayne, t h a t there shall be appointed by the Mayor, upon the 
passage of this ordinance, and thereafter, a t the first regular session of this 
Council in May of each year, three members of this Council, to be and consti- 
tute a Hoard of Public Improvements, whose duty it shall be to grant permits 
to any person persons or corporations, to build houses or additions thereto; 
to prevent the erection of wooden buildings in such parts of t h e city as the 
Common Council thereof may determine; to condemn any building or struc- 
ture liable to fall and endanger life or property, and provide for the removal 
and taking down of the same; to regulate and grant permits for (and, if 
deemed necessary t o guard againsl lire, to prohibit) the removal of f r a m e 
buildino-s within the city; to take from all persons or corporations to whom 
such permit is granted, or with whom the city shall contract for anv i n ^ r o v e - 
m e n t liable to endanger persons or property, a bond, with good and sufficient 
surety to be approved by such board, payable to the City of F o r t Wayne, 
conditioned t h a t the owners, or contractors, as the case may be, shall pay all 
damages sustained by any person or persons by reason of any carelessness or 
negligence in making such improvement or removal, as the case may be. 


Uulawful to Build. 
Sec. 2. I t shall be unlawful for auy person or per- 
sons to erect, construct or build, or cause to be built, any building, or to alter 
any building so as to m a k e it substantially a new or different building, with- 
out receiving a permit f r o m said board so to do, a n d shall pay therefor the 
sum of fifty cents to t h e Clerk of such board for each permit so to them 
issued. 
Application tor I*eriiiit. 
Sec. 3. Whenever any person shall be desir- 
ovis of erecting, repairing or altering any bnilding, sucli person shall make a ^ 
plication a t the otiice of the Clerk of such board for t h a t purpose; and such 
person shall be requii ed to furnish a written statement to such board of the 
proposed location, the dimensions and m a n n e r of construction of the propos- 
ed building, together with the different stories of such building, the principal 
material to be used therein, and the probable cost thereof; a n d said board 
sliall m a k e a full report of the value of all such improvements to the ^Vsaesaor 
of the city, for his action thereon. 


Requisite <»f Penult and Bond. 
Sec. 4' All permits issued under the 
provisions of tliis ordinance shall particularly specify the a m o u n t a n d space ! 
to be occupied by building material in any pui)lic street immediately front- • 
ing the premises where such proposed building is to be erected. 
Provided, \ 
T h a t in no case shall such permit graiit any right vvhatever to use in such 
case more than lifteen feet of such street, measuring from the longitudinal i 
center thereof to the outside edge of the sidewalk fronting such proposed 
building, and provided, further, that no such permit shall be issued granting 
any right to place any material whatever in any alley, nor upon auy street, 
in such manner as to prevent the free passage of any persons or water along 
such street or gutter; and provided, further, that in all cases where any ex- 
cavation is made by virtue of and under any permit granted under the pro- 
visions of this chapter, su(ih excavation shall, in case the same is in, upon, or 
under anv sidewalk, be securely and safely bridged, and lighted with red 
lights at each end in the night tiine; and in no case shall the same be allowed ^ 
by such permit, or otherwise, to be and remain in any m a n n e r obstructed so 
as to prevent tlu; full, free and usual passage of people thereon, for any per- 
iod longer than fortv-eight hours, unless otherwise ordered by said 
board; 
and in case such excavation is in any other public place in said city, wherefor 
such permit shall have been given, then such excavation shall be safely and 
securely obstructed and barricaded by good and sufficient barricades, and in 
the night time red lights shall be kept burning thereon. 


P o w e r s o f B o a r d . 
Sec. 5. :Such Board of Public Improvements or any 
member thereof, shall have full power to inspect all buildings in course of 
erection or when completed, and any that such lioard may deem unsafe from 
any cause, and shall notify the owner thereof, or in case of non-residence in 
thè citv of such owner, then to tenaiit in possession, or any other person con- 
troling or managing the same, the said Board shall cause them and each of 
them to construct the same in such manner as to make them safe from tires, 
bv correcting the defective Hues, or from falling do\vn. by securing the founda- 
tion or other walls, columns or piers, as the case may be ; to prevent the erec- 
tion of buildings, structures and furnaces in such manner as to endanger 
surrounding property ; to prevent excavations, except as provided for in the 
ordinances. 


C o l l e c t i o n o f K x p e u s e . 
Sec.fi. 
Whenever any expense shall have been 
incurred by the City of F o r t Wayne by reason of tearing down, repairing or 
rendering naf«'. any'building condemned as unsafe by t h e Board of Public Im- 
j>rovements or the'Common Council, and which the owners a f t e r due notice,

Speed. Sec. 1. No locomotive engine, railroad passenger car, or freight 
car shall be driven, propelled or run upon or along any railroad track within 
said city, at a greater speed than the rate of six miles per hour, 


Crossiiigrs. 
Sec, 2. N o railroad company, railroad engineer, train con- 
ductor, or other person, shall cause or allow any locomotive engine, car or 
cars, or train of cars, to stop or remain upon any street or railroad crossing, 
within said city, at which, by the provisions of this chapter, a flagman is 
ordered to be stationed and kept, for a longer period than five minutes, at 
any one time, nor upon any other street or railroad crossing in said city, for 
a longer period than ten minutes. 


XJncoapIe a t Crossings. 
Sec. 3. 
Should any street or railroad cross- 
ing in said city be and remain occupied and obstructed in whole or in part, 
by any train of railroad cars, for and during the period of live minutes, it 
shall be the duty of each and every railroad company, upon whose line of 
road siich obstruction may occur, their agents or employes, on or before the 
expiration of said five minutes, when from any cause the entire train cannot 
be propelled or removed to any one side of the street occupied and obstructed 
as aforesaid, to cause such cars as may be on or near said crossing, to be un- 
coupled. and some one division of the train as thus made, removed from off 
the aforesaid street and railroad crossing, in such a manner as to leave said 
street entirely free and unobstructed ; and said train when again coupled 
shall be removed forthwith from oif any such crossing aforesaid. 


H e a d I..lglits. Sec. 4. Every locomotive engine, railroad car, or train of 
cars, running in the night time on any railroad track in said city, shall have 
and keep while so running, a brilliant and conspicuous light on the forward 
end of such locomotive engine or train of cars. 


Loading and Unloading. 
Sec. 5. Xo company, corporation or person 
shall be allowed to deposit or place in the street, any lumber or other mater- 
ial, nor shall they load any car from the street with any material deposited 
there; nor erect or maintain any switch house, or other building, upon any 
street, highway or alley within the city limits. 


Blowing Whistles. 
Sec. 6. Xo railroad company shall cause or allow 
the whistle of any locomotive engine to be sounded within the city, except 
such as may be absolutely necessary, to prevent injuiy to persons and to 
property, other than their own, and that in their possession as freight.

The bell of each locomotive engine shall be rung 
continually while running in said city.

Kach railroad company shall

The 
total number of persons, male and female, between the ages of six (6) and 
twenty-one (21) years, as shown by the last enumeration; 11th. The number 
enumerated, male and female, who are over tifteen (15) years of age ; 12th. 
The total numVjer of ditferent pupils including those of the grammar school 
who were at any time during the year enrolled in the public schools • 13th' 
The numbor of pupils at any time during the year in the grammar schools • 
I4th. The average number of pupils belonging to all the schools ; l5th. Thè 
average daily attendance in all of the schools ; 10th. The per cent, of daily 
attendance, based on the average whole number belonging to the schools • 
I7th. The cost of tuition per pupil, based on the average whole number 
belonging to the schools ; 18th. The cost of tuition per pupil, including inci- 
dental expenses, such as fuel, repairs, maps, books, charts, and apparatus *

VEHICLES. 


Lieoiiso a m ! B o n d . 
Sec. 1. No person shall keep or use for hire for the 
carrying or conveyance of persons or things within the City of Fort Wayne, 
any vehicle without a license so to do, and the Mayor is hereby authorized to 
license anv person resident of said city, over the age of twenty-one years and 
being the'owner or owners of any such vehicle, to keep and use for hire said 
vehicle upon his entering into bond with sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the Mayor, in the penal sum of fifty dollars, conditioned for the payment of 
all penalties and damages, which the said owner or owners and the driver 
or drivers thereof, may incur, or be liable to pay under any by-law or ordinance 
of the City of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
Provided, That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of sucli stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


Clerk t o K e e p Kegistev. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
lieenseU. 
All licenses, iinless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
i n tin tlie day of tlie date of the issuing thereof.

Every person so licensed shall forthwith

Sec. 4. Kvery vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used, or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have fixed upon 
some conspicuous part of ¿achside of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
iilain ^lass fronts and sides, with the number of tlie license painted in black 
paint on the sides and front of each of said lamps in distinct and legible fig- 
ures at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and 'lanii)s may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle.

No person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter 
drive any licensed vehicle, except omnibuses on established lines, for the con- 
vevance of passengers, or any article or thing whatever, for hire or reward, 
without first obtaining a license as such driver, and no such driver shall drive 
anv other vehicle than the one for which he shall be licensed, nor shall the 
owner or owners permit any person except a licensed driver or owner, to drive 
anv licensed vehicle owned or used by him; nor shall any such owner permit 
anv licensed driver to drive any other vehicle than the one tor which he shall

No more than one driver shall be licensed for any one vehicle. 
Such drivers shall be licensed by the Mayor and Clerk, on request of the 
owner, and such license may be transferred as above provided; and it shall be 
tlie duty of the clerk to keep a list of the driverf? so licensed and the number 
ol the vehicle as above prpvided. 
All such licenses shall expire in one year 
alter the date of issuing thereof. 
All licenses granted under this chapter 
shall designate the vehicle by number and name, and the owner or driver shall 
he severally liable for each and every violation of this chapter by such owner 
or driver. And every person so licensed shall, while acting as driye.r of such 
vehicle, wear a badge, consisting of a rectangular sliaped metal plate, 1% by 
2i/< inches, to be furnished by the city at the time the license is issued, and 
for which licensee shall pay the cost price, and wear said badge on the outside 
of his coat so as to be easily seen.

" Hack," or other word designating his kind of vehicle and the number ot Ins 
license. 


Uceiise F'ees. 
Sec. <5. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, the sum of 
five dollars per annum. 


.Ml omnibuses and accomodation coaches running upon established lines, 
and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum. 


" a'h vehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city, shall be 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum 


All baggage^ express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars 
K^i 
^^^^ furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum 


All drays, carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city for hire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charsred for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All wagons and other vehicles draAvn by two or more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or more inches in width, if less, 
ten dollars. 


R a t e s of F a r e . Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz : 


For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles 
one dollar. 


For conveying children between live and fourteen years of age, half of the 
above price may be charged for like distanctis, but for children under live 
years of age, no charge shall be made, unless such child is the only passenger, 
in which case full charge may be made. 


The distance from any railroad depot or liotel to any other railroad or hotel 
sliall in all cases be estimated as not exceeding one mile. 


For the use of coaches drawn by two horses, with one or more passengers 
by the day, eight dollars. 


For the use of any vehicle by the hour, with one or more passengers with 
the privilege of going from place to place and stopping when required as 
follows: 
' 


For the lirst hour, one dollar and fifty cents, and for each succeeding hour 
one dollar. 


Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 
out charge, his ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case one 
trunk. 


Soliciting, Ka<'ing, E t c . Sec. 8. No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach, cab, omnibus, dray, carriage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


Kxtortioii. Sec. 9, No owner or driver of any hackney coach, cab, 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey, in said 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


Cartage of M e r c h a n d i s e . 
Sec. 10. Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of a mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. Provided, That this section shall not apply to 
teams with tw^o or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Car»l of Kates Kept I'osted. 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side iip, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


Hack a n d Dray Stands. 
Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any hack,

hacks on the north side of Berry street, between Court and Calhoun streets; 
trucks and all other vehicles on the west side of Court street, and on the south 
side of Main street between Court and Calhoun streets, and upon no other 
street or space within said city. Provided, That only such hacks, drays, trucks, 
and other vehicles, as the ordinances of said city require to be licensed, shall 
be included in this chapter. 


P e n a l t y . Sec. 13. Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter, or who shall fail or neglect to comply with any or either of the 
reijuireinents thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a fine of not more than on« 
hundred dollars.

.0 pave or repave any street, alley, or other public thoroughfare in the city, 
shall place proper obstructions or barricades across such streets or thorough- 
fares, for the purpose of protecting work in course of construction, and pre- 
serving the pavement when finished until the name is lit for use, jeaving at 
all times ;i sufficient passage for pedestrians; and no person or persons snail 
without the written consent of the Mayor, or without the consent of the City 
Civil Engineer, throw down, displace" or remove any such obstruction or 
barricade.

Nothing contained in the foregoing section 


shall be construed to authorize any person or persons to stop up or obstruct 
more than the space of one block and one intersection at the same time in 
liny one street, or to keep the same so stopped or obstructed for more than 
two days after the roadway is fiiniahed.

Laying Pipes and Paving- Streets. Sec. 25.

approved or recommended by tlie Common Council.

HOU to erect a lamp post opposite his or her house, store or place of business 
witb such lettering or device as such person mav think proper, in a Hue with 
those erected bv tlie city near the curb line; Provided, Said lamps and lamp 
posts shall not be less in size than tbustj erected by the city, and the lamps or 
illuminated signs placed thereon, shall not be more than three feet wide, and
